MANILA, Philippines — The U.S.

Base after a nearby volcano that had been

There were no reports of injuries from 
what the Philippine authorities described 
as u moderate eruption of Mount Pinatubo, 
about 10 miles wcs| of Clark Air Base. 

The eruption on Sunday, sent scaring 
gases, ash and rock pouring from two 
craters of the 4,795-foot-mountain at 
speeds up to 60 mph. Debris was sprayed 
as far as the South China Sea, 20 miles to 
the west.
